Colonel Takes Sharp Issue With

ST. LOUIS, MAY 31.—Despite the 


early hour, between 4000 and 0000 peo- 
ple gathered at the Union station this 
morning to greet Colonel 
Theodore 


Roosevelt on his arrival. 
The col- 


onel's train drew in at 8:03 and was 
met by an official committee headed 
by Mayor Kiel. 


Surrounded by detectives, the col- 


onel elbowed his way.thru the crowd 
to the waiting automobile. 
Unusual 


precautions were taken to guard Mr. 
Kosevclt, as a result of the attempt to 
injure him at Kansas City yesterday. 
Plain clothes detectives were scatter- 
ed thruout the crowd and along the 
streets traversed by his machine. 


Two roughly clad men occasioned a 


little 
sensation. 
Shouting 
"Hello, 


Teddy," they rushed to the side of his 
automobile. 
The'sleuths thot they in- 


tended harm to the colonel, but with 
a "dee-lighted" Mr. Roosevelt reached 
down and shook hands. They were old 
acquaintances. 
He was taken to the 


Planters hotel from the station. 


After breakfast, at 8:30 a public re- 


ception was held at the hotel and many 
old friends called to pay their respects. 


Takes Issue With Wilson 


Speaking before a crowded room at 


the breakfast, Colonel Roosevelt took 
issue with President Wilson's views on 
preparedness. 


"The trouble with us in America," 


Mr. Roosevelt said, "is our tendency 
to use lofty words to veil our mean- 
ing. 
I wish to- take issue with Mr. 


Wilson's expressions in his Memorial 
day address. The president says he 
is for 'universal voluntary service.' 
That, is equivalent to a truant law that 
would make every boy and girl at- 
tend school provided they didn't wish 
to stay away.

But.when it 
became necessary to assert our rights, 
I played no favorites. 


"Labor councils generally have an- 


nounced they will not take part in the 
preparedness parades June 3. I have 
seen shameful editorials upholding tl-at 
attitude." But" when I say universal 
service,-that is what I refer to. 1 do 
not expect "to suck the life out of my 
words, nor do I want any one to con- 
sider that 1 shall join the pacifists in 
any wild mental joy rides. Uncle Sam 
has just one friend—-Uncle Sam."

sparrow hawk, which is a true falcon, 
lives In the more open country and 
builds its ncfit In hollow trees. It is 
abundant in many parts of the West, 
where telegraph pol«8 afford it con- 
venient perching and feeding places. 
Its food consists of insects, small 
mammals, birds, spiders, and reptiles. 
Grasshoppers, crickets, and terrestrial 
beetles and caterpillars mako up con- 
siderably more than half its subsist- 
ence, while field mice, house mice, 
and shrews cover fully 25 per cent 
of its annual supply. The balance of 
the food Includes birds, reptiles, and 
spiders. Contrary to the usual habits 
of the species, some individuals during 
the breeding season capture nestling 
birds for food for their young and 
create considerable havoc among the 
songsters of tho neighborhood. In ag- 
ricultural districts when new ground 
is broken by the plow, they sometimes 
become very tame, even alighting for 
an instant under the horses in their 
endeavor to seize a worm or insect. 
Out of 410 stomachs examined, 314 
were found to contain insects; 129, 
small mammals; and 70, small birds. 
This little falcon renders good service 
In destroying noxious insects and 
rodents and should he encouraged and 
protected.
